Amendments  to  Pharmacopoeia. — Easton's 
syrup  and  ipecacuanha  are  subjects  of 
alterations  issued  recently  by  the  British 
Pharmacopoeia  Commission.

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Panama  ipecacuanha,  may  be  used  as  an 
alternative  to  the  dried  root  of  Cephaelis 
Ipecacuanha  (Brot.)  A.  Rich.  Ipecacuanha 
contains  not  less  than  2  per  cent,  of  the 
total  alkaloids  of  ipecacuanha,  calculated 
as  emetine,  but  the  requirement  of  a 
definite  proportion  of  non-phenolic  alka- 
loids is  deleted.  The  amended  monograph 
on  ipecacuanha  pulverata  states  that  the 
preparation  contains  2  per  cent,  of  the  total 
alkaloids  of  ipecacuanha,  calculated  as 
emetine  (limits  1.9  to  2.1),  but  the  require- 
ment of  a  definite  proportion  of  non- 
phenolic  alkaloids  is  deleted. 

Heriot-Watt  College. — The  Governors  of 
the  Heriot-Watt  College,  Edinburgh,  are 
considering  a  request  from  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  to  provide  an  independent 
department  of  pharmacy  in  the  college.

Relaxations  of  Export  Controls. — Further 
relaxations  of  export  controls  are  made  by 
a  new  Board  of  Trade  Order  (S.R.  &  O.  1946, 
No.  667)  which  came  into  operation  on 
May  23.

put  in  perspective  the  production  of  the  oil 
mentioned.  From  an  article  in  your  issue 
of  February  18,  1939,  I  learn  that  in  the 
years  i930-35  inclusive  the  exports  (not 
the  production)  of  olive  oil  for  the  twelve 
countries  tabulated  amounted  to  24,193,000 
cwt.,  plus  a  quantity  too  small  to  be 
reckoned.  This  is  an  annual  average  of 
about  4,032,000  cwt.  United  Kingdom 
imports  for  the  same  years  were  1,260,000 
cwt.,  an  average  of  210,000  cwt.  The  new 
estimate  of  production  (not  export)  for 
Palestine  works  out  at  a  total  of  about 
250,000  cwt.,  with  a  much  smaller  amount 
for  Tunisia.  The  probable  or  possible 
production  of  this  oil  in  the  exporting 
countries  for  the  current  year  is  of  less 
interest  than  its  destinations.  The  question 
is  whether  sufficient  olive  oil  from  any 
sources  has  been  ordered  for  and  is  to  be 
allowed  into  the  United  Kingdom.  It  must 
not  be  forgotten  that  the  few  figures  I  have 
quoted  refer  to  many  different  grades  of 
olive  oil. 

Galen's  Olive  Oils 

To  what  extent,  if  any,  have  the  physical 
characters  of  olive  oil  changed  since  classical 
times  ?  The  question  arises  from  the  fact 
that  Galen  recognised  various  kinds  of  this 
oil.  According  to  him,  "  Sabine  "  olive  oil 
was  laxative  but  Spanish  ohve  oil  was 
astringent.  In  his  "  Methodus  Medendi  " 
he  records  a  case  of  a  patient  who  had  been 
in  the  habit  of  using  "  that  astringent  oil,, 
justly  famous  for  its  utility  for  other  pur- 
poses, which  they  call  Spanon  (i.e.,  Spanish)." 
In  another  part  of  the  same  treatise  he 
recommends  as  an  astringent  "  such  an  oil 
as  that  called  Spanon  and  all  others  made 
with  olive  leaves  "  ;  and  in  a  third  passage 
he  directs  his  pupils  to  avoid  in  certain 
circumstances  "  the  astringent  Spanish  and 
Istrian  oil  and  that  made  with  leaves  or 
from  still  unripe  olives."  A  perverse 
Continental  scholiast  has  contended  that 
"  Spanon  "  is  to  be  read  as  a  Greek  neuter 
adjective,  meaning  "rare";  but  expert 
opinion  is  against  hiin.  How  were  these 
oils  of  Galen's  day  prepared  ?  And  were 
the  differences  to  Idc  explained  on.  grounds 
of  ecology,  of  genetics,  of  process .  or  of 
more  than  one  of  these  factors?  In  the 
"  Geoponica,"  a  compilation  of  rules  and, 
recipes  made  about  the  year  95b,  there  is  a 
process  headed  "  To  make  oil  like  Spanish  "  t 
that,  however,  does, not, take  us  very  far.

Overdose  of  Paraldehyde. — At  Southgate, 
London,  recently,  a  verdict  of  death  by 
misadventure  was  returned  upon  a  woman 
who  died  after  taking  an  overdose  of  paralde- 
hyde for  sleeplessness. 

Baby's  Asphyxiation  During  Feed. — At 

Taunton,  Somerset,  recently,  a  verdict  of 
asphyxia  from  accidental  insufflation  of  the 
stomach  contents  associated  with  artificial 
feeding  was  returned  by  the  coroner  in  an 
inquiry  into  the  death  of  a  four-and-a-half- 
months-old  child. 

Death  under  Anaesthetic. — A  second  ad- 
ministration of  Pentothal  after  a  first 
injection  had  revived  the  patient  was  stated 
to  have  caused  the  death  at  Herne  Hill  of  a 
man  on  whom  an  operation  for  cancer  was 
being  carried  out.  A  verdict  of  death  by 
misadventure  was  returned. 

Lysol  and  Aspirins. — A  suicide  verdict  was 
the  inevitable  outcome  at  Thornton  Heath, 
Surrey,  recently,  of  an  inquest  on  a  woman 
who,  in  addition  to  swallowing  nearly  loo 
aspirin  tablets,  was  also  found  to  have 
taken  lysol.  A  police  officer  stated  that  a 
glass  containing  uncrushed  aspirins  and 
lysol  was  found  near  the  body. 

Chemist's  Self-poisoning. — At  an  inquest 
at  Woodford,  Essex,  recently  on  Thomas 
Riley,  Avondale  Court,  a  verdict  of  "  suicide 
while  the  balance  of  the  mind  was  dis- 
turbed "  was  returned.  The  widow  of  the 
pharmacist  said  that  he  had  been  depressed 
since  he  had  bought  the  business.  This 
"  got  him  down  "  and  he  took  poison 
(hydrocyanic  acid)  ten  days  after  buying 
the  business. 

Student's  Chloroform  Death. — A  verdict 
of  death  from  accidental  causes  was  recorded 
at  Battersea,  recently,  on  Ronald  Henry 
Hunter,  aged  seventeen,  a  student  who  was 
found  dead  from  acute  chloroform  poison- 
ing. The  coroner  stated  he  was  certain 
Hunter  had  no  intention  of  taking  his  own 
life.  It  appeared  he  had  been  experimenting 
with  a  slight  degree  of  narcosis,  which,  for 
some  reason,  he  liked. 

Three  Hundred  Aspirins.— At  an  inquest 
at  Weston-super-Mare  recently  on  a  young 
man  in  the  Merchant  Navy,  a  verdict  that 
death  was  due  to  respiratory  failure,  follow- 
ing an  aspirin  overdose,  was  returned,  the 
coroner  expressing  himself  as  satisfied  that 
the  poison  was  self -administered  while  the 
balance  of  the  mind  was  disturbed.  Three 
aspirin  bottles  previously  containing  loo 
aspirins  each  were  found  in  a  drawer  of 
deceased's  room.

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THE  WEEK  IN  PARLIAMENT 

By  a  Member  of  the  Press  Gallery,  House  of  Commons 


A  NUMBER  of  amendments  dealing  with  the 
optical  provisions  of  the  National  Health 
Service  Bill  have  been  tabled  by  Dr. 
Clitherow,  Mr.  Linstead  and  other  members 
of  the  Standing  Committee.  One  amend- 
ment seeks  to  secure  the  provision  of  general 
ophthalmic  optical  services  by  optical 
practitioners  at  health  centres.  Another 
seeks  to  add  two  optical  practitioners  to 
the  membership  of  the  Central  Council, 
increasing  it  to  forty- three. 

The  Health  Bill  in  Committee 

In  Committee  on  the  National  Health 
Service  Bill  on  May  15,  Mr.  Willink  moved 
an  amendment  to  provide  that  the  standing 
advisory  committees  should  advise  the 
Central  Council,  and  not  the  Minister  and 
Central  Council,  as  provided  by  that  portion 
of  the  Bill  dealing  with  central  administra- 
tion. He  said  the  amendment  was  moved  in 
an  "  inquisitive  "  rather  than  an  accusing 
mood.  The  Opposition  would  like  an 
assurance  from  the  Minister  on  his  inten- 
tions. By  this  section  of  the  Bill  the 
Minister  had  the  power  to  constitute  stand- 
ing advisory  committees,  and  had  given  in 
the  White  Paper  an  indication  of  the  draft 
of  those  committees. 

Mr.  Aneurin  Bevan  :  There  is  no  danger 
of  any  divergent  lines  of  activities.  I  can 
also  give  the  assurance  that,  although  in 
urgent  circumstances  it  may  be  necessary 
for  the  Minister  to  act  on  the  advice  of  a 
standing  committee,  nevertheless  that 
report  will  be  made  known  to  the  Central 
Council  and,  in  fact,  will  form  part  of  the 
Central  Council's  annual  report. 

The  amendment  was  withdrawn. 

On  May  16,  Colonel  Stoddart-Scott 
moved  an  amendment  that,  when  the 
Minister  was  providing  services,  he  should, 
in  addition  to  specialists,  also  provide  con- 
sultants. Mr.  Key  (Parliamentary  Secre- 
tary) replied  that  there  was  no  definition  of 
the  word  "  specialist,"  and  it  would  be  left 
to  regulations  to  decide  the  qualifications 
of  people  who  were  to  serve  in  that  way. 

Mr.  Linstead  said  the  word  "  specialist  " 
was  being  used  in  the  Bill  in  two  separate 
senses.  In  Clause  3  there  was  a  reference 
to  the  services  of  specialists,  and  it  was 
clearly  intended  to  cover  a  very  large 
number  of  services,  of  which  he  would  quote 
the  optical  service  as  one  and  the  radio- 
logical service  as  another,  which  were 
special  in  the  sense  that  they  were  the  work 


of  trained  people,  who  nevertheless  we 
specialists  in  the  sense  in  which  the 
"  consultants  "  was  used.  He  felt  1 
certain  confusion  would  run  throug 
Bill  if  the  word  "  specialist  "  was  u 
describe  two  quite  separate  grou 
people.

British  Production  of  Streptomycin 

Mr.  Percy  Wells  asked  the  Minister  of 
Health  to  what  extent  streptomycin  was 
being  produced  in  this  country  ;  whether  it 
had  been  used  in  the  treatment  of  tubercu- 
losis, and  with  what  results  ? 

Mr.  Bevan  :  A  number  of  firms  are 
carrying  on  research  and  development  in 
connexion  with  streptomycin  production, 
but  the  quantity  resulting  from  these 
activities,  which  are  on  a  laboratory  scale, 
is  as  yet  small,  and  it  has  therefore  not  been 
possible  to  use  it  in  the  treatment  of 
tuberculosis. 

Sickness  Benefits  for  Self-employed  Persons 

The  House  took  the  first  step  on  May  17 
to  give  sickness  benefit  to  self-employed 
persons  under  the  National  Insurance  Bill 
on  the  same  terms  as  employed  persons. 
Mr.  James  Griffiths  (Minister  of  National 
Insurance)  moved  a  special  money  resolution 
saying  that,  if  this  were  approved,  he 
would  be  able  to  introduce  in  committee  an 
amendment  to  bring  the  self-employed  into 
line  with  those  who  were  employed.  Benefit 
would  be  paid  from  the  fourth  day  of 
incapacity,  and  for  the  first  three  days  if 
incapacity  lasted  for  twelve  days.  This,  he 
said,  had  followed  long  discussions  in 
standing  committee.  He  had  come  to  the 
conclusion  that  this  was  the  right  thing  to 
do.  The  cost  of  the  amendment  would  be 
;^3, 250,000  a  year  after  the  expiry  of  an 
initial  qualifying  period.  It  would  bring 
into  insurance  an  entirely  new  class, 
uncovered  hitherto,  except  for  those  who 
had  been  voluntary  contributors.  There 
would  be  an  initial  period  during  which 
they  would  have  to  qualify. 

The  new  proposal,  he  said,  involved  an 
increase  in  the  rate  of  contribution  of 
fivepence  per  week  for  self-employed  men 
over  eighteen,  and  threepence  a  week  for 
self-employed  women  over  eighteen,  with 
smaller  contributions  for  boys  and  girls  in 
the  class.  Cost  to  the  Treasury  would  be 
£1  million  a  year. 

When  Mr.  R.  A.  Butler  welcomed  the 
extension  of  the  scheme,  he  claimed  it  had 
been  given  by  the  Government  because  of 
representations  mainly  from  the  Opposition. 

The  money  resolution  was  approved. 
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ARTIFICIAL  SUNLIGHT  UNDER  TEST 


The  report  has  been  issued  of  a  special 
committee  set  up  by  the  Industrial  Health 
Research  Board  to  organise  and  direct  an 
inquiry  into  the  use  of  artificial  sunlight  as 
a  general  tonic  and  as  a  means  of  preventing 
and  correcting  minor  conditions  of  ill-health. 
The  report  was  written  by  Dr.  Dora  Cole- 
brook  and  is  obtainable  as  a  64-page 
booklet  from  H.M.  Stationery  Office. 

The  object  of  the  research  was  to  ascer- 
tain, in  a  scientifically  controlled  experi- 
ment, whether  the  collective  irradiation  of 
workers  by  ultra-violet  light  from  quartz 
mercury  arc  lamps  reduces  their  rates  of 
sickness  absence  and  duration  of  their 
colds.  For  this  purpose  a  technique  was 
employed  under  which  a  "  minimum 
perceptible  erythema  "  was  administered, 
and,  in  each  trial,  subjects  divided  by 
random  selection  into  four  groups  of  about 
equal  size  : — 

Group  i    To  receive  the  full  range  of 
ultra-violet  rays  from  quartz  mer- 
cury arc  lamps. 
Groups  2  and  3    To  receive  irradiation 
from  lamps  identical  with  those  used 
for  group  one,  but  fitted  with  glass 
screens  impermeable  to  the  shorter 
ultra-violet  rays. 
Group  4    To  receive  no  treatment. 
The  members  of  the  first  three  groups 
were  given  gelatin  capsules  at  the  time  of 
attendance  at  the  clinic.    Those  taken  by 
Groups  I  and  3  contained  an  inert  oil  and 
those  taken  by  Group  2  a  maintenance  dose 
of  vitamin  D.    The  records  of  the  sickness 
experience  of  the  four  groups  during  and 
for  a  time  after  the  period  of  irradiation 
were  collected  and  the  figures  were  sub- 
mitted to  a  statistical  analysis. 

Technique  of  Procedure 

The  lamps  used  in  the  trials  were  mercury 
arc  lamps,  and  in  each  clinic  the  installation 
was  inspected  by  the  manufacturers  and 
found  satisfactory  before  being  used.  The 
manufacturers  also  tested  the  thirty-two 
lamps  in  use  in  one  of  the  three  testing 
centres  after  eight  weeks'  use,  and  found 
that  they  gave  the  required  ultra-violet 
output.  In  addition,  tests  on  the  fresh  skin 
of  a  person  of  about  average  sensitivit}'-  were 
made  at  the  time  of  opening  of  two  of  the 
three  clinics,  to  show  that  the  output  of  the 
lamps  conformed  to  the  standard  laid  down 
by  the  manufacturers.  "  The  skin  reactions, 
taken  as  a  rough  arid  ready  guide,  vary  in 
individuals,  and  possibly  in  any  one  indi- 


vidual at  different  times.    Nor  ha 
means  of  estimating  objectively  to 
extent  the  degree  of  skin  reaction  ir. 
correlated  with  the  occurence  of 
physiological  reactions,  or  of  proph 
or  curative  effects  in  the  irradiated 
viduals."     The  lamps  employed  w 
new,  but  both  photometer  and  skin 
showed  that  the  output  of  one  indi 
burner    differed    from    that   of  an 
Attendance  for  the  most  part  was 
weekly,  but  the  subjects  were  encourai 
make  up  missed  treatments  by  atte 
thrice  weekly.

Final  Conclusions

3.|o  significance  was  found  in  any  of 
"e  trials  between  the  two  screened- 
ip  groups,  i.e.,  between  those  taking 
id  those  not  taking  vitamin  D. 

AJubjective  effects,  it  was  found  that 
treafcnt  was  enjoyed  in  all  the  clinics  ; 


about  one  third  of  the  volunteers  who 
remained  to  the  end  of  the  course  felt  better, 
a  few  "  much  better,"  Opinions  of  the 
effects  of  the  treatment  did  not  differ 
appreciably  as  between  the  screened  and 
unscreened  group.  There  was  no  evidence 
of  a  vitamin  D  deficiency  in  the  population 
studied. 

The  results  of  the  investigation  are  given 
statistically  in  a  series  of  twenty-nine  tables 
in  the  report,  A  preface  emphasises  that  the 
finding  of  the  report  provides  no  evidence 
one  way  or  the  other  in  regard  to  the  value  of 
ultra-violet  light  as  used  to  treat  cases  in 
dermatological  and  other  forms  of  medical 
practice.

The 
grel  task  of  re-establishing  the  proper 
chclels  of  trade  at  home  and  overseas, 
anclL-  finding  supplies  for  peace-time  uses, 
vva  landicapped  from  the  outset  by  the 
lac  I  of  shipping  facilities,  the  export 
lic(lng  restrictions  and  by  controls. 
Thl  matters  have  had  the  attention  of 
yoii Council  and  the  approaches  which 
wei  made  from  time  to  time  '  to  the 
aulrities  concerned,  frequently  led  to  a 
melire  of  improvement  or  relaxation. 

Di|bution  of  Pharmaceutical  Chemicals 

3  work  undertaken  by  the  Drugs  and 
Ptinaceuticals  Importers  Section  of  the 
Asliation  in  connexion  with  the  distribu- 
ticl)f  Lease-Lend  drugs  to  approved  users 
wEiontinued  throughout  the  year.  With 
th  linevitable  decline  in  these  stocks 
fu:|er  consideration  had  to  be  given  to  the 
reJiption  of  imports  through  commercial 
chliels  and  in  the  early  months  of  1945 
thl  Association  was  consulted  by  the 
Dittorate  of  Medical  Supplies  for  the 
pilDse  of  establishing  irnport  quotas  for 


certain  products.  The  recommendations  of 
the  Association,  based  on  confidential 
returns  from  the  trade,  were  accepted,  and 
with  the  fulfilment  of  that  programme 
applications  for  import  licences  are  now^ 
proceeding  along  the  usual  lines.  The  Coal 
Tar  Products  group  considered  a  number  of 
questions  in  which  the  interests  of  the 
merchants  might  have  been  adversely 
affected,  and  the  deliberations  of  the 
standing  Committee  of  the  group  were 
greatly  assisted  by  the  Association's  repre- 
sentation on  the  Benzol  Advisory  Com- 
mittee. 

Export  of  Chemicals 

The  Chemical  Traders'  Export  Group, 
which  represents  merchant  exporters,  is 
rendering  a  useful  service  in  this  field  of 
activity,  and  by  its  close  contact  with  the 
Board  of  Trade  is  able  to  bring  considera- 
tion to  bear  on  the  various  problems  which 
arise  for  export  traders.  There  is  no  doubt 
that  merchants  have  made  a  very  sub- 
stantial contribution  to  the  satisfactory 
expansion  in  chemical  exports,  but  it  is 
pertinent  to  observe  that  if  the  potential 
selling  force  of  the  British  merchant 
organisations  were  to  be  fully  utilised  by 
the  home  industry  even  wider  markets 
would  be  established  for  British  chemicals, 
dyestuffs  and  drugs.  Merchants  possess 
much  experience  of  international  trade.

TAKING  the  view  at  the  age  of  fifteen 
that  there  were  too  many  in  the  family, 
Landon  Fairthorne,  seventh  son  in 
a  family  of  twelve  boys  and  one  girl,  set 
sail  for  Australia  in  1838.  Within  compara- 
tively few  years  he  founded,  at  Longford, 
Tasmania,  what  is  claimed  to  be  the  oldest 
legally  registered  druggists'  business  of  the 
Empire.    Fairthorne  landed  at  Adelaide  on 


42.48  ST,  JOHN  STREET.  LAUNCESTON 

Headquarters  of  the  business  as  acquired  on 
February  5,  1883. 

February  15,  1839,  but  three  years  later 
settled  in  Van  Diemen's  Land  (Tasmania), 
where,  after  several  years  as  a  solicitor's 
clerk,  he  took  up  an  appointment  as  book- 
keeper for  Doctors  Pugh  and  Grant, 
Launceston.  Later  he  became  their  dis- 
penser, took  up  the  study  of  chemistry,  and 
resolved  to  secure  admission  as  a  druggist 
under  an  Act  of  1842  of  the  Legislative 
Council  of  the  colony.  The  examining  body 
was  the  Court  of  Medical  Examiners 
appointed  by  the  Crown  under  the  first 
Act  of  its  kind  adopted  in  the  British 
Empire. 

Removal  to  Larger  Premises 

In  1847,  a  year  after  opening  his  shop  at 
Longford,  Fairthorne  removed  to  Launces- 
ton to  open  another  shop  at  Chapel  Street- 
Within  three  years  the  shop  was  too  small, 
and  he  took  larger  premises  at  the  corner  of 
Charles  and  York  Streets,  Launceston.  In 
the  late  sixties  he  opened  his  first  branch 
business  at  Brisbane  Street,  Launceston — 
premises  still  conducted  as  a  pharmacy,  but 
now  under  the  proprietorship  of  F.  Warland 
Browne  &  Son.  On  March  22,  1871,  Fair- 
thorne's  son,  Frederick  Kirk  Fairthorne, 
qualified  as  a  pharmacist  and  was  shortly 
afterwards  taken  into  partnership.  The 
activities  of  L.  Fairthorne  &  Son  expanded 
to   include    many   country    brainches  in 


Tasmania.   An  old  print  in  the  posses 
the  firm  records  that  in  1883  there 
branches  at  Brownell's  Building  in 
pool   Street,   Hobart,   and  in  Scot 
Beaconsfield,  and  Formby.

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PHARMACEUTICAL  SOCIETY'S  ANNUAL  MEETING 


Thk  one-hundred-and-fifth  annual  meeting 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  was  held  at 
17  Bloomsbury  Square,  London,  W.C.i,  at 
12  noon  on  May  15,  the  president  (Mr.  J.  C. 
Young)  in  the  chair.  The  Chairman  said 
that,  owing  to  business  at  the  House  of 
Commons  in  connexion  with  the  new  Health 
Service,  Mr.  Linstead  was  not  able  to  attend 
the  meeting.  It  was  his  first  absence  from 
an  annual  meeting  of  the  Society  for  over 
twenty  years. 

President's  Address 

In  moving  the  adoption  of  the  report  of 
the  Council  (C.  6-  D.,  May  18,  p.  629)  and 
the  Statement  of  Accounts  for  the  year  1945 
THE  President  said  :  At  the  last  annual 
meeting  we  were  able  to  rejoice  at  the  recent 
ending  of  hostilities  in  Europe.  Since  then 
the  Far  Eastern  war  has  ceased,  and  for 
some  little  time  the  process  of  adjustment 
to  peace-time  conditions  has  been  going  on. 
The  immediate  feelings  of  relief  and  thank- 
fulness which  the  end  of  the  war  produced 
have  now  largely  worn  off.  We  still 
however,  I  am  sure,  derive  comfort  from 
the  thought  that  our  members  who  a  year 
ago  were  taking  part  in  the  fighting  or  were 
in  enemy  hands  are  now  free  from  the 
hazards  of  war.  We  have  had  two  happy 
occasions  for  returned  prisoners-of-war  and 
internees.  One  was  for  those  from  Europe 
and  the  other  for  those  from  the  Far  East, 
when  the  Council  entertained  them  to 
lunch,  a  theatre  and  tea.  The  lively  and 
witty  reminiscence  of  captivity  showed  how 
successfully  the  guests  had  surmounted  the 
psychological  and  material  difficulties  of 
prison  life.  Apart  from  such  occasions,  and 
the  return  of  the  evacuated  departments, 
there  has  been  little  in  the  experience  of  the 
Society  during  the  last  year  to  indicate  the 
change  from  war  to  peace.  Pharmacists 
demobilised  have  been  relatively  few, 
though  now  increasing.  The  problem  of 
staffs  in  pharmacies  has  remained  acute, 
and  has  possibly  been  accentuated,  while 
shortage  of  supplies  still  cause  many  diffi- 
culties. As  pharmacists  and  citizens  we 
cannot  look  forward  to  an  early  removal  of 
many  of  the  disabilities  under  which  we  live 
and  work.  We  must  be  prepared  to  adjust 
ourselves  to  new  demands  arising  out  of  the 
need  to  rebuild  and  develop  our  national 
resources.  We  should  do  well  to  examine 
our  place  in  the  scheme  of  things  from  this 
point  of  view. 

The  year  was  the  first  since  the  raising  of 
the  registration  and  retention  fees,  which 


yielded  an  additional  income  of  ^23 
Against  this  must  be  set  the  virtual  cess 
of  payment  of  ;^4,5oo  in  voluntary  retei 
fees.  A  substantial  increase  was  ma( 
the  University  grant  for  the  College, 
the  sources  of  revenue  for  general  pur- 
were  in  the  main  less  productive.  Th 
result  of  the  year's  working  has  bee 
enable  the  sum  of  5,000  to  be  transf 
to  the  Premises  Fund.  Having  regai 
its  commitments,  the  Society's  fina 
position  is  still  difficult  and  may  contin 
be  for  some  time.

Future  of  Drug  Stores

the  pharmacist  but  converted  into 
stores,  and  it  is  b}'-  no  means  certain 
they  will  all  go  back  to  their  former  s 
even  when  there  are  pharmacists  once  1 
available  to   staff  them.     The  situ 
would  become  even  less  satisfactory  i 
addition  to  these  drug  stores,  a  corresp 
ing  number  of  new  pharmacies  were  op 
The  refusal  of  the  Government  to  recoj 
the  principle  of  limiting  the  numbe 
pharmaceutical  units  in  the  new  servic 
facilitate  the  revival  and  intensificati 
the  commercial  developments  of  pre 
days.

The  President  reported  with  great 


regret  the  death  of  Mr.  P.  F.  Rowsell  who, 
until  he  retired  in  May  1944,  been  a 
member  of  Council  for  thirty-seven  years. 
Mr.  Rowsell,  he  said,  was  highly  respected 
by  every  member  of  the  Council.  Mr. 
Parry  said  that  in  the  early  days  his 
experience  on  the  Council  had  not  been 
very  happy  and  he  would  have  retired  but 
for  the  encouragement  of  Mr.  Rowsell.  At 
the  Council  Mr.  Rowsell  had  had  a  mind  of 
his  own  ;  he  was  not  a  slave  to  custom,  he 
had  his  own  ideas  and  for  this  reason  was 
not  always  popular.  Those  who  had  long 
been  associated  with  him  would  cherish  his 
memory.  Mr.  McNeal  said  they  had  lost 
one  of  the  outstanding  councillors  of  the 
Society.  The  Vice-president  (Mr.  G.  R. 
Knox  Mawer)  said  that  it  had  been  his 
privilege  to  follow  Mr.  Rowsell  as  chairman 
of  the  Education  Committee.  Mr.  Rowsell 
had  been  an  example  to  them  all.  It  was 
resolved  to  place  on  record  the  Council's 
deep  regret  at  the  death  of  Mr.  Rowsell  and 
to  send  a  message  of  condolence  to  his 
family.   The  Council  stood  in  respect. 

North  British  Executive  Report 

The  report  of  the  Executive  of  the 
North  British  Branch  recorded  that  the 
Executive  had  held  three  meetings  during 
the  year.  The  work  of  the  Scottish 
Central  Pharmaceutical  War  Committee 
had  been  modified  towards  the  latter  part 
of  the  year.  In  December  the  Committee 
ceased  to  be  an  "  approved  employment 
agency  "  except  for  men  aged  18-30,  but 
the  Committee  had  had  a  dififtcult  time 
endeavouring  to  maintain  an  adequate 
civilian  pharmaceutical  service  as  pharma- 
cists took  advantage  of  their  freedom  of 
movement,  and  many  vacancies  had  been 
created  which  had  to  be  filled.  Demobili- 
sation was  slow,  and  only  releases  under 
Class  B  had  saved  the  situation.  In  two 
cases  of  extreme  urgency  the  Army  authori- 
ties had  helped  by  loaning  the  services  of  a 
pharmacist  on  military  duties.  The  Phar- 
maceutical Standing  Committee  (Scotland) 
had  been  enlarged  to  include  all  interests, 
so  that  unity  of  action  might  more  readily 
be  obtained  upon  the  Separate  National 
Health  Service  Bill  to  be  brought  in  for 
Scotland.  A  special  subcommittee  to 
consider  the  question  of  remuneration 
had  been  appointed.  The  Financial  State- 
ment showed  a  total  expenditure  of  £5,oi'j, 
against  ;^5,oo3  in  1944.  Examination 
expenses  h*ad  amounted  to  ^2,139,  against 
£2,2^^2  in  1944.  Members  in  Scotland 
numbered  3,105,  an  increase  of  twenty- 
three.

Mr.  Harry  Steinman 
(3,142)  and  Mr.  Macdonald  Murray  (3,139) 
were  runriers-up  with  only  three  votes 
dividing  them. 

First  Fruits  of  the  Conference 

Meeting  in  London  on  May  14,  the  Joint 
Commikttee  on  a  National  Pharmaceutical 
Service  took  steps  (p.  655)  to  implement  the 
decisions  of  the  recent  conference  of  local 
representatives  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society,  National  Pharmaceutical  Union, 
and  Pharmaceutical  Committees.  The  text 
of  actual  amendments  to  the  Bill  was 
framed  in  detail  and  steps  are  being  taken, 
it  is  understood,  to  ensure  that  they  are 
moved  in  Parliament.  Two  other  items  of 
importance  also  came  before  the  Com- 
mittee. Pharmacists  v/ill  note  with  satis- 
faction that  machinery  has  been  created 
for  dealing  with  matters  of  common  interest 
between  pharmacists,  and  doctors,  and  the 
personnel  of  the  pharmpxists'  Negotiating 
Com.mittee  has  been  announced.  As  will  be 
seen,  it  includes  representatives  of  employed 
and  public  pharmacists  and  a  representative 
of  Scotland,  although  predominantly  "  pro- 
prietor "  in  character.  Two  further  mem- 
bers are  to  be  appointed  later.  So  far  so 
good.  It  is  satisfactory  that  the  right  steps 
are  being  taken  at  the  right  time,  and 
members  of  the  Society  will  await  the  out- 
come with,  shall  we  say,  a  conditioned 
optimism. 

Further  Increase  in  Exports 

Exports  of  United  Kingdom  goods  during 
April  showed  a  further  rise  of  just  over  £2 
millions,  despite  the  smaller  number  of 
working  days,  due  to  the  Easter  holidays. 
Total  exports  of  United  Kingdom  goods 
during  the  month,  under  review  were 
valued  as  ;^69,363,049,  compared  with 
;^67,o58,039  in  March,  and  ;^36,202,9t8  in 
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April  194.5.  Re-exports  declined  during  the 
month  to  £3,753,046  from  £4,624,524 
in  March.

Physical  Condition  in  Question 

Mr.  O'Rourke  wondered  if  it  were  not 
due  to  the  fact  that  for  years  many  of  their 
students  were  working  in  a  job  and  studying 
at  the  same  time,  with  the  result  that  they 
were  in  poor  physical  condition.  The 
combination  of  the  two  things  might  leave 
some  of  them  nervous  wrecks. 

Mr.  Gleeson  said  he  had  been  present 
at  the  April  Licence  examination  and  the 
atmosphere  was  pleasant.  He  thought 
conditions  were  better  now,  but  if  the 
tension  mentioned  existed  they  should 
rectify  it. 

Mr.  Brady  suggested  that  it  might  be 
possible  to  have  a  small  subcommittee 
attend  the  practical  pharmacy  examination 
to  see  what  could  be  done.  The  difficulty 
was  to  find  a  remedy  to  ease  the  tension. 

Mr.  McGrath  did  not  agree  that  it 
would  be  a  good  thing  to  send  people  into 
the  examination.  That  might  have  a  bad 
effect  on  the  candidates.  The  question  of 
whether  the  present  Licence  examination 
was  too  stiff  to  be  taken  at  one  sitting  should 
be  inquired  into. 

Mr.  Fullam  thought  Mr.  Cahill  was  right 
in  suggesting  that  the  fellow  who  lost  his 
nerve  at  the  examination  was  the  one  who 
did  not  know  his  stuff. 

The  President  :  You  can  appoint  a 
subcommittee  to  make  suggestions  to  the 
Council  by  which  it  might  be  removed. — 
After  further  discussion  it  was  agreed,  on 
the  suggestion  of  Mr.  Gleeson,  to  leave  the 
matter  in  the  hands  of  the  officers. 

The  following  motion,  proposed  by  the 
President  was  passed  unanimously  :  "  That 
Professor  Alfred  O'Rahilly,  Vice-Chancellor 
of  the  National  University  of  Ireland,  be 
appointed  Honorary  Educational  Consultant 
to  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland."

I  can  see  no  reason 
why  they  should  not  themselves  equip  a 
dispensary  to  open  from  7  p.m.  to  8  a.m., 
with  Sunday  and  Bank  Holiday  duties,  at 
which  a  rota  of  local  chemists  could  work, 
sleep  and  feed  for  a  retaining  fee  of,  say,  a 
guinea  a  night  exclusive.  This,  I  am  con- 
vinced, or  some  other  more  satisfactory^ 
scheme,  is  essential ;  otherwise  our  leaders 
will  have  failed.

India   Suspends   Linseed   Exports. — The 

Indian  Department  of  Commerce  at  New 
Delhi  has  suspended  the  export  of  linseed 
and  linseed  oil  until  further  notice. 

Soviet   Increases  Cosmetics  Output. — A 

message  from  Moscow  states  that  an  in- 
crease in  output  of  Soviet  Russia's  cosmetic 
industry  b}^  50  per  cent,  above  pre-war 
figures  is  aimed  at  in  the  new  five-year 
plan.  Fourteen  new  perfumery  factories 
will  be  built  this  year  in  the  Soviet  Union. 

Plastic  Coating  for  Bottles.  —  Glas^ 
bottles  coated  with  nitrocellulose  plastic 
which  prevents  leakage  of  contents 
when  the  glass  is  broken  are  now  available 
in  the  United  States.  The  bottle  has  a  thin 
even  film  which  retains  its  shape  even  when 
the  bottle  is  broken.  It  is  claimed  that 
corrosive  liquids  may  be  stored  without 
danger  of  leakage.  The  coating  is  trans- 
parent but  may  be  dyed. 

Peruvian  Import  Control. — Essences  and 
colouring  materials  exported  to  Peru,  for 
use  in  foodstuffs,  drinks,  confectionery, 
medicines  and  toilet  preparations  must  be 
registered  with  the  Inspeccion  General  de 
Farmacia.  Colouring  materials  intended 
for  use  in  foodstuffs  must,  bear  a  label 
indicating  not  only  the  name  of  the  manu- 
facturer and  of  the  product  but  also  the 
chemical  denomination  or  the  number  of 
the  certificate  guaranteeing  its  innocuous- 
ness,  issued  by  the  Health  Board  of  the 
country  of  origin. 

Norwegian  Fishing  Report. — Brodr.  Aars- 
sether  A/S,  Alesund,  Norway,  write  :  Since 
our  last  market  report  (C.  &^  D.,  April  20, 
p. 508)  the  Lofoten  fishery  is  definitely  ended. 
In  the  last  few  weeks  before  the  finish, 
the  fishery  was  completely  impeded  by  bad 
weather,  but  its  total  result  is  nevertheless 
very  satisfactory.  The  other  winter  fisheries 
which  take  place  north  and  south  of  the 
Lofoten  Islands  have  also  ended  with 
satisfactory  results.  The  fisheries  along  the 
coast  of  Finmark,  called  the  spring  fishery, 
are  now  commencing,  but  owing  to  the 
German  scorched  earth  policy  favourable 
results  cannot  be  assumed.

representatives  do  not  think  that  Glycerin 
imports  into  the  United  States  will  continue 
at  the  level  maintained  over  the  first  quarter 
of  1946.  The  tight  position  in  the  material 
continues,  though  some  let-up  in  demand 
is  anticipated.  While  Glycerin  production 
in  the  United  States  during  March  (approxi- 
mately 14,000,000  lb.)  declined  about 
20,000  lb,  compared  with  the  previous 
month,  stocks  rose  slightly  to  about 
50,000,000  lb.  Silver  salts  are  exceed- 
ingly scarce  while  Mercury  is  available  in 
moderate  quantities  against  a  limited 
demand  at  the  present  time.  Theobromine, 
synthetic  Camphor,  the  Salicylates  and 
Sulpha  drugs  are  all  difficult  to  locate  in 
substantial  quantities.  Quieter  conditions 
have  prevailed  on  the  Crude  Drugs  markets, 
the  feature  being  a  still  higher  quotation  on 
Carnauba  wax.  Supplies  are  becoming 
rapidly  depleted  with  the  crisis  expected  to 
develop  in  about  four  weeks'  time.  Demand 
here  and  in  Brazil  is  reported  heavy.  The 
substantial  Food  and  Drug  Administration 
detentions  of  imported  Rhubarb  root 
during  recent  weeks  have  occasioned  a 
reluctance  on  the  part  of  importers  to 
purchase  any  additional  quantities  in 
India.  About  2,500  bags  of  Gum  Arabic 
arrived  here  last  week,  from  Aden,  it  is 
reported.  Additional  export  inquiries  for 
this  material  may  easily  result  in  a  rise  in 
the  quotation.  The  shortage  of  Coal-tar 
derivatives  such  as  Benzol,  Xylol  and 
Phenol  occasioned  by  the  coal  strike  has 
resulted  in  a  drastic  curtailment  in  the 
production  of  Aromatic  Chemicals.  The 
Essential  Oil  producers  are  encountering 
considerable  difficulty  in  locating  bottles^ 
containers  and  certain  types  of  steel  drums

Mr.  James  Denton  in 
the  course  of  his  speech  said,  "  Our  company  like 
most  other  businesses  has  been  severely  restricted 
during  the  war  years,  due  to  the  shortages  of 
raw  materials  and  many  other  restrictions.  In 
spite  of  this,  however,  we  have  been  able  to 
maintain  our  output  of  Vironita  during  1945  and 
the  sales  for  the  first  three  months  of  1946  have 
shown  a  decided  increase.  We  are  now  reaching 
the  stage  where  the  necessary  raw  materials  are 
becoming  more  readily  available,  and  we  can 
very  soon  look  forward  to  full  production. 
This  will  enable  us  -  to  meet  the  very  heavy 
demand  which  is  being  made  for  our  product 
Vironita. 

During  the  war  years  we  have  been  able 
only  to  fulfil  about  two  thirds  of  our  orders,  and 
we  have  had  to  curtail  considerably  our  selling 
activities.  We  have,  however,  endeavoured  to 
share  out  the  available  supplies  so  that  there  are 
very  few  towns  or  even  villages  where  Vironita 
is  not  sold.  Already  Vironita  is  a  very  well 
known  household  name. 

I  am  pleased  to  inform  you  that  our  modem 
factory  which  had  been  occupied  by  the  R.A.F. 
since  1941,  has  now  been  de-requisitioned.  We 
expect  to  be  in  production  there  on  June  12th 
when  we  should  then  be  in  a  position  to  meet 
all  our  orders  in  full.  This  factory  is  capable  of 
doubling  our  present  output. 

For  some  considerable  period  we  have  been 
making  preparations  for  export  business,  getting 
ready  for  the  time  when  supplies  are  available. 
As  soon  as  we  have  been  able  to  satisfy  the 
home  market  we  intend  to  put  these  plans  into 
operation.  Already  we  have  been  offered  sub- 
stantial export  orders,  which  we  have  accepted 
for  delivery  when  supplies  are  available. 

The  abolition  of  E.P.T.  will  have  a  very 
"  beneficial  effect  "  on  this  company,  and  should 
prove  to  be  a  good  "  tonic,"  giving  us  the 
necessary  incentive  to  build  up  this  company  into 
an  even  healthier  Business." 

The  Directors'  Report  was  unanimously 
approved.  The  retiring  Director,  Mr.  Stephen 
Denton,  was  re-elected  and  the  Auditor,  Mr. 
G.  L.  Hirst  of  Dewsbury,  was  re-appointed.
